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AN INEXTINGUISHABLE SIGNAL 
LIGHT.—A new signal light possessing 
most remarkable properties has now 
been brought out in England. Its pecu- 
liarities are that it is self-igniling when 
placed in water or thrown on the sea. 
Contact with water being the only means 
of igniting the lamp, it is inextinguish- 
able when once ignited; neither wind nor 
storm has any eflect upon the flame. The 
light is of intense brillianey, and of great 
duration, und can be secn for a great 
distance in the open air. Photographs 
may be taken by it. Experiments were 
tried on the evening of the 25th of April, 
at ten o'clock, in the presence of some 
scientific gentlemen to determine its 
brilliancy as a signal. A lamp was 
placed in a bucket of water on the top 
of Primrose Ifill, London, and the light 
Was 50 intense that after the signal had 
been burning twenty minutes, small 
newspaper print could be distinctly read 
ata distance of seventy feet, notwith- 
standing that the night and 
foggy. 

This light will burn for forty minutes 
In construction the lamp is exeeedingly 
simp.@, and so contrived that when once 
burnt the whole may. The chemical 
preparation contained in the lamp is a) 
solid, bard substance, free froin danger; 
not affected by heat, and non-explosive; 
and the signal is comparatively inexpen- 
sive. Its applications for marine signals 
are numerous, In case of shipwreck, u 
few lamps thrown on the sea would illu- 
minate the entire scene, and enable 
assistance to be promptly aud efliciently 
rendered. For rocket line apparatus il 
is cqually valuable, as, bursting into ¢ 
flame ou falling into the sea, ib wouk 
indicate the position of the rocket line.

hie meals he never took much wine or 
other fermented liquor, Although not 
fastidious in bis food, yet his taste seems 
to have been delicate, retined, like his 
other senses, and he had a preference for 
such viands ae were of an agreeable flavor. 
In his early years he used to sit up late 
at his studies, butin his later years he 
retired every night at nine o’clock, and 
lay until four in the summer and five in 
the winter, If not then disposed to rise 
he had some one set at hia bedside and 
read to him. When he rose he hada 
chapter of the Hebrew Bible read to 
him, and then, afler breakfast, studied 
till twelve.

‘The Chinese, how 
ever, are boru gamblers; many a 
poor fellow who comes to Ilavana from 
the country, to purchase bis tickets for 
home, loses the savings of years iu a sin- 
hight, and dooms himself to 
larther toil; or, turuing toa life of crime, 
he spends his days in the city prison or 
chain-gang, or brings the drama of his 
life to a close on the garroting scaffold at 
the Punta.
